Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see amendment, filed 08/29/2005, with respect to Office Action 
mailed OlIHIlOOS have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-8 
has been withdrawn. New claims 9-1 1 have been added. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Israel Nissenbaum, Reg No 27,582, on September 13,2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In Claim 1, line 16, delete "said light source is positioned to be physically separated from 
said batteries by one of said end plates" and replace with " one of said end plates is between said 
light source and said battery so that said hght source is physically separated from said battery". 

Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application claims and discloses an electronic candle with open ended housing and at least one 
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battery compartment. Claim 1 as amended by examiner's amend ement above to specify that light 
source is physically separated from batteries by end plate is neither shown or rendered obvious 
by the art of record. Claims 2 and 4-7 depend from claim 1, add further hmitations, and are 
allowable for the same reasons. 

Claims 3 and 8 were indicated as allowable in prior Office Action mailed 02/23/2005 and 
have been made independent. 

New claim 9 adds to the claim 1 limitations a functional replacement for the end plates 
with corresponding structural configuration and physical separation. This combination of 
limitations is not found or taught in the art of record. Claims 10 and 1 1 depend from claim 9, add 
further limitations, and are allowable for the same reasons.
